INTRODUCTION 


This is one of a three-part series of statistical reports concerning Canada Council support to the arts. 
The two companion publications are: Provincial Trends in Canada Council Support to the Arts 
and Trends in Canada Council Support to Artists (Arts Awards Service) By Gender and 
Language. These reports have been prepared by the Research & Evaluation Section of the Canada 
Council in order to provide an overview of long-term trends in Canada Council support to the arts. 
Excerpts from these reports are also included in the compendium of statistics, Artstats: Selected 
Statistics on the Arts and Culture in Canada. Copies of all these publications are available on 
request from the Research and Evaluation Section of the Canada Council. 


A number of points should be borne in mind when reading the tables. First, over the last-decade policy 
and program changes have altered the nature and pattern of Canada Council support to the arts. A 
notable example of this is the trend whereby fewer organizations received operating funding at the 
end of the decade than at the beginning. In 1981-82, operating grants made up 58% of the total value 
of grants and fees while project grants represented 16%. By 1991-92, operating grants had declined to 
41% while project grants had increased to 30% of the total value of grants and fees (see Table 3(h) ). 
This trend results from both the Council’s growing client base and an increasing number of programs 
directed towards specific projects. 


Second, in keeping with generally accepted accounting principles, the tables report grant amounts to 
which the Canada Council committed itself in a given year. This does not necessarily correspond to 
the year in which grants were paid or the year in which recipients used the funds. The reporting in 
Trends is consistent with the grants information which is included in the Council’s Annual Report 
and Annual Report Supplement each fiscal year. 


Third, the years displayed in the data are generally fiscal years which run from April 1 to the 
following March 31. For the sake of simplicity, the notation for fiscal year (i.e. FY) has been dropped 
from the tables and notes. Fourth, some previously published figures for the period 1987-88 to 1990-91 
have been revised. Readers should be aware that some historical data in this version of Trends will 
differ slightly from those in past editions of the publication. 


DATA DISPLAY 


Major Categories: Arts Awards Service and Other Sections 


In the tables the data are generally grouped under two major categories, the Arts Awards Service and 
the Other Sections. Although the data in this volume are completely compatible with past editions of 
the Trends, readers should be aware that a change in nomenclature has taken place. This change in 
terminology does not affect the definition or composition of the categories.

Major Categories: Arts Awards Service and Other Sections 
(cont'd) 


In previous editions, the term “Aid to Individuals” was used to refer to the programs of the Arts 
Awards Service while the programs of the Other Sections (that is, sections other than the Arts Awards 
Service) were collectively called “Aid to Organizations“. This labelling reflected the fact that the Arts 
Awards Service is the Canada Council’s major vehicle of support to individuals whereas the Other 
Sections, taken as a whole, are primarily responsible for support to organizations. However this old 
terminology was somewhat misleading. While the Arts Awards Service provides support almost 
exclusively to individuals, the Canada Council’s Other Sections do not fund solely organizations. 
These Other Sections also provide significant support to individual artists, even though the bulk of 
their collective support goes to organizations (see Highlights From The Tables). Indeed, in some 
sections - the Art Bank, Explorations and the Media Arts Section - support to individuals exceeds 
support to organizations. 


In order to facilitate data continuity the dualistic breakdown used in past editions of Trends is being 
continued, but with more accurate labels. A new presentation, Exhibit 1, has been added to give 
readers a better sense of the full extent of Canada Council support to individual artists. In this exhibit 
a summary of Canada Council support to individuals, groups and organizations is provided, by section, 
for 1991-92. A detailed listing of the programs which make up each of the categories in this summary 
is included as an appendix.

It should be noted that the figure for total Canada Council support in Exhibit 1 is slightly less than 
that shown in the main tables. This is because Exhibit 1 does not contain certain programs in service 
to the arts which could not be categorized. On the other hand, the number of grants shown in the 
exhibit is greater than the number in the main tables because of the differing ways that grants are 
counted. In Exhibit 1, multiple grants to the same recipient within a program are counted 
individually but in the main tables these are considered to be one grant (e.g., three Exhibition 
Assistance grants to the same gallery are counted as three grants in Exhibit 1 but only one grant in 
the main tables). The method of counting grants used in the main tables, while less desirable, was 
used in the early years of Trends and has been continued in order to ensure the compatability of data 
over time.

Tables 1, 2, 3 and 9 also include information concerning Public Lending Right registrations and fees. 


HIGHLIGHTS FROM THE TABLES 


In 1991-92, the Canada Council provided 4,189 grants to artists and arts organizations, a 20% 
increase since 1981-82 when just over 3,486 grants were given. A higher grants figure of 5,562 is 
reported in Exhibit 1. As noted above, in the exhibit multiple grants within a program to a single 
recipient are fully a counted whereas in the main tables these are considered as one grant. 


Of the total number of grants awarded, about 25% went to individuals through the Arts Awards 
Service and 75% to organizations and individuals through Council’s other sections. It is evident 
from Exhibit 1 that for the Canada Council as a whole, about half of grants went to individuals 
and half to organizations. 


In 1991-92, total Canada Council support to the arts was $87.8 million. In addition to this, $6.2 
million was paid to Canadian authors in Public Lending Right fees. The total support figure 
(excluding the PLR) shown in Exhibit 1 is slightly less, $87.4 million, because it does not include 
certain grants in service to the arts. 


Support to the arts when expressed in current dollars appears to be rising when, in fact, it has 
actually declined in real terms as a result of inflation. Grants are therefore displayed in every 
table in both current and constant 1986 dollars so that the impact of inflation on arts support can 
be clearly shown. While Canada Council grants (excluding the PLR) in current dollars increased 
over 70% between 1981-82 and 1991-92, in constant 1986 dollars the increase was under 6%, and 
from 1988-89 to 1991-92 there was actually a decline in constant dollars of almost 12% (see 
Exhibit 2).

@ The average value of grants in constant 1986 dollars measures the trend in average support over 
time. It is affected both by the number of grants given and the available resources. Exhibit 3 
illustrates the trend in average value of grants for arts organizations in constant 1986 dollars. 
This amount declined from $25,780 in 1981-82 to $20,185 in 1991-92, a decrease of 22%. Data on 
average values of grants in constant 1986 dollars are shown by discipline, section and type of grant 
in Tables 1 to 15. 


@ In 1991-92, there were 4,935 requests for grants from individuals (through the Arts Awards 
Service). This is 31% higher than the number in 1981-82. By contrast, the number of grants 
awarded annually to individuals is 8% less in 1991-92 than it was in 1981-82. In 1991-92 the 
number of grants awarded was 1,050. A slightly lower grant figure for Arts Awards of 1,043 is 
shown in Exhibit 1 because it does not include certain grants in service to the arts. 


@ The success rate for grants to individual artists (through the Arts Awards Service) decreased 
significantly between 1981-82 and 1991-92 from 30.4% to 21.3%. 


NOTES ON THE TABLES 
Table 1 Support by Discipline 

The disciplines include Dance, Music (including opera), Theatre, Visual Arts (including 
photography), Media Arts, Writing, Other Disciplines, Explorations Program and Public 
Lending Right Commission (PLR). A breakdown of the value of grants by discipline for 1991-92 
(excluding PLR) is shown in Exhibit 4. The Explorations Program encourages investigation of new 
forms of cultural expression in order to develop new perspectives of Canada and its heritage. The 
Public Lending Right Commission pays a fee to any eligible author whose book is demonstrably 
held (catalogued) in selected Canadian libraries. Other Disciplines include Multimedia and 
Interdisciplinary Art, as well as Arts Administration (prior to 1985-86 only, after which time this 
program was suspended), Performance Art, and the Visiting Foreign Artists Program of the Arts 
Awards Service. Service to the arts has been prorated by discipline in both Arts Awards and Other 
Sections. 


Dance, Music and Theatre in Other Sections include grants and allocatable services provided by the 
Touring Office of the Canada Council. Other Sections in the Visual Arts includes purchases and 
related services provided by the Canada Council Art Bank. 


Table 2 Support by Section 
Data are displayed for the Dance Section, the Music and Opera Section, the Theatre Section, the 
Visual Arts Section, the Media Arts Section, the Writing and Publishing Section, the Arts Awards 
Service, the Art Bank, the Explorations Program, the Touring Office and the Public Lending Right 
Commission. The Arts Awards Service is also broken down by discipline. Service to the Arts has 
been prorated by Section (and by discipline in the case of the Arts Awards Service) so that the 
figures agree with Table 1. A breakdown of the value of grants by section for 1991-92 (excluding 
PLR) is shown in Exhibit 5. 


Tables 3 to 15 Support by Discipline and Program 
For purposes of this report, Canada Council support to the arts is divided into two general 
categories: Arts Awards Service and Other Sections. 


Arts Awards Service 

This includes all programs administered by the Arts Awards Service. As noted in the introduction, 
although the Arts Awards Service is the Council’s largest source of funding for individual artists, 
there are programs of support to individuals or groups of individuals in the Art Bank, Explorations, 
the Writing and Publishing Section, the Touring Office and the Media Arts Section.

The nature and names of programs in the Arts Awards Service have changed a number of times. For 
purposes of these tables, eight program categories are displayed:

Other Sections 


Arts Grants "A"--to provide free time for personal, creative activity to established 
artists who have made a nationally and internationally recognised contribution to 
their disciplines over a number of years; 

Arts Grants "B"--to support personal creative activities or, in some fields, 
advanced training, of artists who are recognised as professionals and have 
completed their basic training. Starting in 1991-92, “B” Grants for Collaborations 
were offered for artists who are co-authors of an artistic work; 

Non-Fiction Writing Grants--to assist authors to write a new work; 

Short-Term Grants*--to provide artists with living expenses for a shorter period of 
time to pursue creative activities or to work on a specific project. 

Travel Grants--to enable artists to travel on occasions important to their 
professional career; 

Project Cost Grants*--to help artists pay for art supplies and services necessary to 
conduct an approved project; however, the grant cannot be used for living expenses. 
Project Grants*--to help defray living expenses, project costs and travel costs to 
enable artists to pursue their creative work or to work ona specific project; 

Other Programs--to assist other artistic activity by individuals such as the writing 
of memoirs, visits by foreign artists (Visiting Foreign Artists) and Service to the 
Arts. 

From 1985-1986 to 1990-1991 Short-Term and Project Cost Grants were suspended 
and combined under Project Grants. However, starting in 1991-92 Short-Term 
Grants were re-instated, replacing Project Grants. 


Other Sections includes all programs administered by sections other than the Arts Awards Service. 
(As noted above, some of these programs directly benefit individual artists.) Seven types of 
programs are identified:

Operating Grants--to sustain the ongoing operations of arts organizations; 
Project Grants--to support specific one-time activities of arts organizations; and 
individuals (e.g., Production Grants) 

Purchases--to obtain art works or artistic equipment from, or for, artists and arts 
organizations. Programs include Art Bank Purchases, Book Purchases, Theatre 
Equipment Purchases, and Media Arts Equipment Purchases; 

Touring Office Grants--to support tours by Canadian performing artists and 
groups outside their region, to develop regional touring circuits and impresarios, 
and to allow foreign companies to tour Canada as part of cultural exchanges; 
Explorations Grants--to allow individuals, groups and organizations for 
innovative projects that venture into new territory in the arts. 

Other Grants--Includes Governor-General’s Literary Awards and other literary 
awards, Artists-in-Residence, Canadian Visiting Artists, various short-lived 
programs, programs for which no consistent time series is possible, Service to the 
Arts, and special and other grants. 

Public Lending Right Fees--to pay a fee to any eligible author whose book is 
demonstrably held (catalogued) in selected Canadian libraries.

Table 3 Support to All Disciplines 
This table displays data concerning grants from Arts Awards and Other Sections for all disciplines 
combined. Data include the number and percentage distribution of grants; the current and constant 
dollar value of grants; and the average value of grants in constant 1986 dollars. 


This table also displays the number and percentage distribution of requests, by program, and the 
success rate. Requests include only eligible requests, i.e., applications which have been screened 
by Council officers to determine eligibility. The success rate is the ratio of grants to the number of 
eligible requests and is reported only for Arts Awards. 


Tables 4 to 6 Dance, Music (including opera), and Theatre 
Data on dance, music and theatre--the three disciplines which comprise the performing arts--are 
displayed in Tables 4 through 6. 


Table 7 Visual Arts 
Visual Arts data include architecture, painting, sculpture, drawing and photography as well as Art 
Bank purchases. 


Table 8 Media Arts 
Media Arts data include film and holography, video, audio and integrated media. 


Table 9 Writing 
Since 1986-87 Writing includes Public Lending Right fees paid to authors. 


Table 10 Other Disciplines 
Data displayed in Table 10 include Interdisciplinary Art, Multimedia, Performance Art, Arts 
Administration (this program has been suspended since 1985-1986), Visiting Foreign Artists 
Program and Grants for International Representation (Gripe) (this program has been suspended 
since 1985-86). As illustrated in the table, Other Disciplines have experienced an erratic pattern of 


support. 


Table 11 Explorations Program 
Explorations grants are made to individuals, groups, and organizations for innovative projects that 
venture into new territory in the arts. 


Tables 12 to 13 Support to Individuals (Arts Awards Service) 
By Language and Gender 
Tables 12 and 13 provide data on, respectively, the language and gender of applicants and grantees 
in Arts Awards Service programs. Relevant data are shown for the number of requests and number 
of grants and are displayed by discipline. 


Table 14 Touring Office Support to the Disciplines 


This table has been derived from Tables 4, 5 and 6 concerning Dance, Music and Theatre. The table 
displays grants and allocatable services provided by the Touring Office to the individual disciplines.

Notes: 


1) The exhibit does not include the Public Lending Right Commission, Service to the Arts, Stanley House, 
Art Bank Services and Touring Office Services. These grants could not be easily categorized as being for 
individuals, groups or organizations. Asa result, the support figures in the exhibit 
are slightly less than those in the main tables. 


2) For the most part, grants and contributions have been categorized according to the applicant (e.g., if an 
organization applied, the grant is included under support to organizations). In the case of programs 
where both individuals and organizations can apply (e.g. the Exploration Program), 
the amounts have been split accordingly. 


3) The figures for number of grants shown in the exhibit are generally higher than those found in the main tables 
because of the way grants are counted. In this exhibit, multiple grants to a single recipient 
within a program are counted separately whereas in the main tables such grants are counted 
as only one grant (e.g. three Exhibit Assistance grants to the same gallery 
are counted as three grants in this exhibit but as only one grant in the main tables). 


4) The Public Readings program is treated as support to individuals. Even though application is by host organizations, 
the payments are made directly to participating authors. Each individual reader, rather than each reading, is 
considered as equivalent to a grant (679 individuals gave 1,515 readings in 1991-92). 

5) All Arts Bank Purchases are treated as support to individuals even though some applications are by art galleries. 
Each purchase is counted as one grant (632 purchases were made from 453 artists). 

6) Grants from the Visiting Foreign Artists Program of the Arts Awards Service are reported under organizations. This 
program helps Canadian arts organizations to bring artists from abroad for workshops, etc. 


7) Other grants are from the Arts Division Reserve.

1) The appendix does not include the Public Lending Right Commission, Service to the Arts, Stanley House, 
Art Bank Services and Touring Office Services. These grants could not be easily categorized as being for 
individuals, groups or organizations. Asa result, the support figures in appendix 
are slightly less than those in the main tables. 


2) For the most part, grants and contributions have been categorized according to the applicant (e.g., if an 
organization applied, the grant is included under support to organizations). In the case of programs 
where both individuals and organizations can apply (e.g. the Exploration Program), 
the amounts have been split accordingly. 


3) The figures for number of grants shown in the appendix are generally higher than those found in the main tables 
because of the way grants are counted. In this appendix, multiple grants to a single recipient 
within a program are counted separately whereas in the main tables such grants are counted 
as only one grant (e.g. three Exhibit Assistance grants to the same gallery 
are counted as three grants in this appendix but as only one grant in the main tables). 

4) The Public Readings program is treated as support to individuals. Even though application is by host organizations, 
the payments are made directly to participating authors. Each individual reader, rather than each reading, is 
considered as equivalent to a grant (679 individuals gave 1,515 readings in 1991-92). 

5) All Arts Bank Purchases are treated as support to individuals even though some applications are by art galleries. 
Each purchase is counted as one grant (632 purchases were made from 453 artists). 

6) Grants from the Visiting Foreign Artists Program of the Arts Awards Service are reported under organizations. This 
program helps Canadian arts organizations to bring artists from abroad for workshops, etc.
